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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the rejection in view of Christou et al. (FR 
0315269) is maintained. Applicant argues that the "dry-lay" polymer limitation of the claims should have been considered because it is not 
a method limitation. It is the Examiner's position that in the Final Product, one would not have been able to distinguish or differentiate 
between a material having a dry-lay polymer or a material having a polymer that is not dry-lay. Applicant also argues that the material of 
Christou et al. has voids or discontinuities which are not present in the claimed invention. This argument is not persuasive because 
Christou et al. sets forth several polymer layers (e.g. dyeing layer, protection layer, opacity layer) which would result in a material without 
voids or discontinuities. Furthermore, the thickening agent [0045] disclosed by Christou produces a highly pseudo-plastic coating that 
prevents the coating from passing through the other side of the mesh, thus, resulting in a polymer layer without voids or discontinuities. 
Therefore, the rejection is maintained. 
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
